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Need For New Labor Union Laws is Evident 
Laff-A-Day 


The fact that huge funds collected by la­ 
bor unions from dues paying membership 
have reached tremendous amounts in re­ 
cent years proves how important are the 
U. S. Senate hearings by that body's labor 
rackets com m ittee. 
If these hearings prove instrumental in 
o b t a i n i n g helpful legislation that veil 
thwart som e of the practises exposed, as 
to the manner in which certain l a b o r 
leaders have made free use of these funds 
for their own benefit, the victimiz i n g 
of the rank and file of union m em h e r s 
ought to prove to labor itself the need for 
a cleanup within its own ranks. 
There can be no doubt that stronger leg­ 
islation is needed by the government to 
protect union welfare funds. Also t h e r e 
should be stronger laws to prevent many 
of the hoodlums and racketeers f r o m 
worming their way into positions of c o n- 
trol within labor’s ranks and to prey e n t 
a n y leaders from tying up labor's ranks 
with the criminal underworld. 
Great strides have b e e n m ade in the 
past in providing methods of better c o n ­ 
trol over so - called “ big business.” Now 
the sam e thing should be done with or­ 
ganized labor which is equally worthy of 
protection from those who would u s e 
their offices in unions for their own finan­ 
cial benefit. 
At t i rn e s the recent Senate hearin g s 


have produced sensational testi m o n y 


that was highly disturbing to the pubHc. 


It is good that the lawm akers are prob- 


i n g into the m a s s of tes t i rn o n y 
and finding ways for plugging the I o o p- 
holes. 


This is another exam ple of how pub I i c 
hearings on such m atters can serve t h e 
best interests of the country. Labor itself 
should welcom e the fresh air thus p r o- 
vided. 


The Senate com m ittee has discov e r e d 
improper practices in organizational pick­ 
eting. issuance of union charters, conduct­ 
ing of elections, exam ples of collus i o n 
between som e officials of labor and m an­ 
agem ent, abuses of tax exemptions grant­ 
ed to bona fide unions, etc. There a l s o 
s h o u I d be insistence on the filing of ac­ 
curate financial reports by unions to end 
abuses in a host of activities. 


Findings of the com m ittee point to union 
m em bers being used as pawns in swindles 
perpetrated by their leaders. A g e n e rat 
tightening - up at the top is in order. There 
m ust be adequate laws and c o n s t a n t 
enforcem ent to safeguard union 
m em ­ 
berships f r o m the fleecings they h a v e 
been subjected to in the past. 


Union m em bers them selves should be 
insistent that Congress exact necess a r y 
legislation to close existing loopholes.
